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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Barry Bretschneider on 3/26/2008. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

a. The limitation "and the first and second inlet/outlet ports are both generally 
directed downwardly towards the sole plate" has been added after the word 
"another" in line 8 of claim 1 . 

b. Claim 24 has been cancelled. 

c. The word "a" has been added between the words "detecting" and "type" in 
line 2 of claim 21. 

d. The phrase "generating means or" has been deleted from lines 3 and 4 of 
the abstract. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record (considered as a whole) neither anticipates nor renders obvious a cleaning head 
having a sole plate and an agitation apparatus that comprises a wave generator for 
generating alternating pressure waves, first and second fluid paths having first and 
second inlet/outlet ports, respectively, wherein the wave generator is arranged to 
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generate alternating pressure waves along the first and second fluid flow paths such 
that the pressure waves passing through the first fluid flow path is in an anti-phase 
relationship to the pressure waves passing through the second fluid flow path and 
wherein the first and second inlet/outlet ports are both generally directed downwardly 
towards the sole plate in combination with the rest of the limitations set forth in the 
independent claim. 

5. Alderman et al. (5,400,466), Lichtgarn (2,932,054) and Japanese reference 09- 
140641 (cited by applicant) represent the closest prior art of record. All three 
references disclose cleaning heads having a wave generator that is capable of 
generating alternating pressure waves but none of the reference provides first and 
second fluid flow paths having respective first and second inlet/outlet ports that are both 
directed downwardly toward a sole plate. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
